During the 
second stage an anethetic is absolute- , 
ly necessary under fhe standards of 
civilized society.’

But | U8 
in countless cases it has left both hus- | 
band and wife saying, “Never again! 
Not even a baby is worth it.” These | 
things are seldom talked about. But 
they happen. 


So ask your doctor: “Will you prom- 
ise me an anesthetic during the sec 
ond stage?” Make it clear that you 
mean all through the second stage, 
not just at the tail end. The most 
enlightened type of doctor will see 
that you have it whether you ask or 
not (provided there are no unusual, 
complicating factors). But there are 
plenty of physicians still practicing 
who, from conservatism or heaven 
knows what, think that what you ask 
is “unnecessary”. They have a per- 
fect right to their opinion, but you 
have an equally good right to change 
your doctor. 

Pain relievers are divided into two 
broad classes, corresponding to the 
two stages of labor. The most com- 
monly used second-stage anesthetics 
are ether and nitrous oxide gas. 
(Chloroform did noble service in its 
\time, but nowadays most dqctors pre- 
fer the others.) These are inhalation 
anesthetics; you breathe them in 
through a mask, a few breaths with 
jeach pain. All have their uses, but 
‘gas can be given longest—-from the| 
the latter part of the first stage on- 
ai: If the mother is in normal 
health, there is no reason why it 
should not be given, from the stand- 
point of either her safety or the 
baby’s. 

There is overwhelming support for 
this statement. But I shall quote the 
two men who have ranked for many 
years,as America’s foremost author- 
ities on obstetrics. One is Dr: Joseph 
B., DeLee, of the Chicago Lying-In 
Hospital and the Chicago University 
, Medical School. Regarding the ad- 
visability of inhalation anesthesia 
throughout the second stage, Dr. De- 
Lee made the following statement: 
| “The risk is so little, in fairly com- 
petent hands, that women in general 
really ought to have the benefit of it.” 

Like all eminent medical men, Dr. 
| DeLee is very cautious about what he} 
says. Notice, however, that he did, 
not speak of safety “in the expert 
hands of a highly-paid specialist”; he! 
lsaid in any hands that were “fairly 
|competent, ” In this he definitely in-| 
fee the experienced family doctor. 
| . J. Whitridge Williams who, un- 
ae at death a few years ago, was 
i chief of obstetrics at Johns Hopkins, | 
lwas a strong advocate of second-stage | 
gas. Both he and Dr. DeLee have 
|written textbooks which are the twin 
bibles of obstetrics. Dr. Williams in 
his book makes an interesting com- 
ment on the oft-repeated charge that 
if pain is relieved, the birth will be 
halted. He says that gas, if used cor-| 
rectly, has the oppesite effect: “In | 
many instances small doses even ap- 
| pear to stimulate the uterine contrac- | 
| tions, and by diminishing the sensa- 
| tion of pain, enable the patient to} 
bring her abdominal muscles into full 
play, which she previously may have | 
been unwilling to do, and thus hasten | 
the completion of labor.” 

There are several arrangements you | 
lean make for having gas. The best 
is go to a hospital where it will be 
given by an expert. If you are not 
within reach of such a hospital, you} 
can get your own doctor to give it, or 
you can have another doctor for the} 
purpose. The regular charge for this 
anesthetist is a tenth to a fifth of the 
fee of the doctor who delivers you. 
For instance. if you are paying your 
doctor $100, the anesthetist should) 
charge around $15. ,

Five or six years ago there was a 
wide discussion of a new technique 
consisting of an ether-and-oil enema, 
preceded by a‘small injection,of mor- 
phine and two injections of magnes- 
ium sulphate. This is' called Gwath- 
mey analgesia, after the famous an- 
‘esthetist who invented it. Gwathmey 
analgesia was introduced at the old 
New York Lying-In Hospital, and was 

used in more than 14,000 cases. there 
before the hospital went out of inde- 
‘pendent. existence in a merger. 
{Scores of other hospitals used it, and 
are using it still. No one claims that 
it gives perfect results, but, it does 
give substantial relief in 80% of all 
cases. ei 


There is a third type of analgesia 
produced by various drugs which sat- 
isfactorily deaden pain and obliterate 
its. memory. Sodium amytal is one, 
pento-barbital (sometimes called nem- 
butal) is another. A year or two ago 
the professor of obstetrics at the 
Harvard Medical School, Dr. Fred- 
erick CC. Irving, tried out various 
kinds of analgesia on 860 patients. 
He found that with a combination of 
pento-barbital and scopolamine, 86% 
of the patients had ‘absolutely no 
memory of their labor, and 14% re- 
called only isolated incidents. This 
pento-barbital combination is .now 
standard at the Boston Lying-In Hos- 
pital, among others, and doctors ev- 
erywhere are beginning to use it. 

In Dr. Irving’s 860 cases as a whole 
labor was not prolonged; the number 
of operative deliveries was lower than 
in the same hospital ten years before, 
when no analgesia was used; and the 
percentage of still-born babies was 
smaller. Analgesia was not necessar- 
jily the cause of this improvement. 
But it does show how the increasing 
skill of obstetricians enables them to 
relieve the mother’s pain—with safe- 
ty. ; 

It must be pointed out that no 
method of analgesia is a panacea 
that every doctor can. give to every 
patient. Any method requiring mor. 
phine, if incorrectly used, carries a 
risk to the baby. For that reason it 
has to be limited to doctors who sure- 
ly understand it, and it is not advis- 
able to insist on your doctor’s giving 
it—as we can insist in the case of 
gas. This is true, in general, of all 
methods of analgesia. If you want 
to have it, pick a doctor who has the 
reputation for giving it successfully. 

It is perfectly proper to. ask your 
doctor if he plans to give you anak 
gesia during the first stage. But un- 
less he is an obstetrical specialist, it 
is not advisable to press that point 
{too strongly. Another thing, do not 
{demand that he use one particular 
method, merely because someone has 
been enthusiatic about it. Satisfy 
yourself that he will do all he can for 
you—but leave the choice of the drug 
up to him. 

The obstetricians who have devel- 
oped and studied the principal types 
of analgesia report that every year 
more -interest is being shown in them 
and more inquiries are coming in 
from doctors all over the country. 
Utopia is not yet won, but it seems 
to be within hailing distance——which 
may afford some consolation to those 
of us who have had infants under the

SELF-FEEDER FOR HOGS 
In a test of the self-feeder for hogs 
conducted at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Substation, Beaverlodge, dur- 
ing the winter of 1936-37 and repeat- 
ed during the summer of 1988, the 
hand-fed lots, which like the self-fed 
received their meal without presoak- 
ing, used an average of 383 pounds of 
meal mixture for 100 pounds of gain 
and were fed for an average of 115 
days. The self-fed lots required an 
average of 399 pounds of meal mix- 
ture per hundredweight of gain but 
were fed for an average of only 112.7 
days, states Rcbert F. Gibson, of the 
Substation, Beaverlodge. The self; 
fed pigs put on a more even, firmer 
finish than the hand-fed. The shrink- 
age from Beaverlodge to Edmonton 
was decidedly less with the self-fed 
than with the hand-fed, the fat was 
firmer and the belly grade better. On 
the rail only one self-fed pig failed to 
make the A grade, it going B1, while 
from the hand-fed lot less than half 
went into the A division.

THOSE FRENCH NAMES 

Most of us know what it is to pick 
up a menu in restaurant or hotel and 
hesitate quite a while before ordering

As I write this the snow is falling 
heavily and we are sampling “winter 
deferred”, and my thoughts turn ‘to 
those unfortunates in the cities (to 
whom the cold snap presents a réal 
problem, that of ‘buying heat’.

But this is not all: Alberta produces 
millions of bushels of wheat, yet there 
are hungry people in Alberta, or peo- 
ple who have to be satisfied with what 
they have doled out to them. 

This is comparatively a new prov- 
ince, and there is room for a vast 
program of road building, 2very home 
should have its bathroom, running 
water, electric light, etc., to mention 
only a few of the projects that could 
be started upon. And yet because of 
the complicated financial system 
which oppresses us, nothing is done. 
We are told “there is no money”, it is 
cheaper to give relief than to start 
upon a works program. The load of 
debt carried by individuals in this 
province is appalling, and they have 
no hope of ever paying it off. Many 
famers have worked hard all their 
lives, worked hours that are a crime 
in a civilized country, and their wives 
have borne a dreadful load of work 
and worry, and when they have arriv- 
ed at an age when they find them- 
selves turned off their farms, and 
have to learn to live an entirely dif- 
ferent life on the old age pension. 
Farmers have seen their livelihood lit- 
erally blown away before their eyes, 
and found themselves, after a lifetime 
of strenuous effort, destitute and with 
no redress. 

I could go on painting a true tale 
of the debt and hopelessness that are 
rife in the province today ,were it not 
so depressing a picture that one hates 
to repeat it too often. However, it 
should be repeated, and it should be 
shouted to high heaven, so that every- 
one will wake up to the absurd posi- 
tion in the province, and indeed, in all 
Canada.

Maybe if I 
were a Solomon I would tell you! At 
the time of the next election many 
Solomons will arise, and give you a 
solution. Issues will be confused by 
a lot of meaningless rhetoric and high 
faluting slogans. There will be Social 
Credit, Unity, Independent, Liberal, 
Conservative, C.C.F., and what have 
you? Do any of them know, or only 
think they know? The answer is not 
to be found in party politics; party 
politics are all played according to a 
prescribed set of rules. 

The cure is so simple—the country 
produces plenty, and therefore its 
people should have plenty. This 
sounds like Socialism, and it is So- 
cialism in its finest sense—commun- 
ism as Christ taught it. The Golden 
Rule, by which a fuller and more com- 
fortable iife can be lived by everyone. 
Why should not everyone have a “‘liv- 
ing interest” in the Dominon? When 
election time draws, near we shall be 
assured by six or seven parties that 
they have our interests at heart, that 
they will see that everything is chang- 
ed for our benefit, and, between them 
all, we shall flounder and be lost, and 
discover our last state to be worse 
than our first.

But it would take 
a mighty long time. Does not the 
Good Book tell us how Jacob took ad- 

vantage of his father, and of Laban, 
with profit to himself? The profit 
system is as old as the hills, and has 
a very firm footing in the minds of 
many people who work towards the 


ten system, as the patronage system 
which allows scandals like the Bren 
Gun Contract to be made; or, as rot- 
ten as the purge of trustworthy civil 
servants whose one fault is that of 
party, no one in their senses can deny. 
But, can education bring about a 
change of heart in time to save us all 
from the catastrophe of ruin which 
faces us?
